DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The present Office action is made in response to the amendment (Paper No. 3) 
of 6/5/2003. It is noted that in the mentioned amendment, applicant has amended the 
specification and 1-5, and simultaneously added a new set of claims, i.e., claims 6-20, 
into the application. A careful review of the amended and newly-added claims has 
resulted that the device recited in new claims is similar in scope to that recited in original 
claims. Thus, claims 1-20 are examined in this Office action. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: In 
particular, the references "283' " as shown in figure 2 and the references "201" as 
shown in figure 2a are not mentioned in the specification. A proposed drawing 
correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the reference 
sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The lengthy specification which is amended by the amendment has not been 
checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence of all possible minor errors. 
Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may 
become aware in the specification. 
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Claim Rej ctions - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph because the feature 
"said eyepiece" (line 10) lacks a proper antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Marcosky 
(U.S. Patent No. 2,990,759). 

Marcosky discloses an adapter for connecting a binocular device to a camera. 
The adapter as described in columns 2-4 and shown in figures 1-4 comprises a 
mounting element (2) for attaching to a binocular device (13) wherein the mounting 
element (2) comprises a non-circular groove defined by two upstanding flanges (2b,2b) 
of the element; a non-circular rail in the form of a plate (4) which is able to slide along 
the groove of the element (2); an adjustable platform (3) having a non-circular groove 
(20) which platform is adapted for mounting to the element (2) wherein the platform 
supports a camera. The mounting for connecting the element (2) and element (3) is 
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configured so that the two optical devices, i.e., the binocular device and the camera, are 
able to align with respect to each other. See column 3, lines 8+. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 6-1 7 and 1 9-20 are allowed over the cited art. 

9. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 0. Claim 1 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The additional reference is cited as of interest in that each discloses a mounting 
system for mounting a camera to an optical device. 

1 2. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
